In a delayed dispatch to The HERALD, published 
today on Page 4, Morley foresees the cracks in the 
Kremlin and predicts that anything can happen.

His column, held up by censors, was written just 
before the Soviet Union announced the firing of 
V. M. Molotov, Georgl Malenkov, M. Z. Saburov, and 
Lazar Kaganovich, all pro-Stalinists.

In his analyses of the political strife within the 
Iron Curtain, Morley gaves a lucid explanation of the 
events preceding the mass purge of Soviet leaders.
